SECOND SCUFFLE AT

Officers’ Uniforms Torn as 
Strikers Try to Break 
Lines—Stone Hurled In- 
to Melee. 


Sixty pickets and 35 policemen 
fought outside the Gardner Pocket 
Book Manufacturing Co. at 1906 
Pine street this morning as 25 new 
workers entered the plant for their 
second day’s work under protection 
of police who quickly quelled the 


fight by arresting 35 of the pickets 
for disturbing the peace. 

During the scuffle, marked by 
pushing and tearing of clothes, one 
picket, Miss Josephine De Fillipo, 
5347 Bischoff avenue, suffered a 
stomach contusion and was taken 
to the City Hospital for emergency 
treatment. After being treated, she 
also was booked for disturbing the 
peace, 

The pickets, members of the 
Leather and Luggage Workers’ 
Union, Local 60, a CIO affiliate, 
which called the strike at the plant 
Aug. 4, were released on bond to 
appear in Police Court Monday. 


Second Battle. 

Today’s clash was a repetition 
of a similar street battle outside 
the plant yesterday mornin An 
which three were 
»| The fight yesterday began as 10 
new workers attempted to enter 
the plant, which resumed partial 
operation Monday after being 
closed since the strike was called. 

This morning’s clash began as 
four automobiles carrying 25 work- 
ers, mostly girls, drew up before 
the plant. While police attempted 
to form lines through which the 
workers could pass, the pickets 
tried to rush the police to get at 
the workers, who meanwhile were 
being called “scabs” and “chisel- 
ers.” 

The peak of the battle occurred 
when the new workers were cross- 
ing the sidewalk into the plant. A 
sudden rush by the pickets tempo- 
rarily broke police lines and in the 
ensuing scuffle several of the po- 
lice had their shirts and trousers 
torn. 

Although much of the fighting 
was intense, some of the pickets 
obviously were treating the inci- 
dent with a degree of gaiety. This 
spirit, however, was quickly dissi- 
pated by dead seriousness when 
someone threw a stone into the 
crowd from across the street. Al- 
though no one was hurt by the 
missile, the scuffling slowed down 
as both police and pickets eyed 
the source of the stone with mis- 
givings. 

Police Arrive Early. 

Anticipating further trouble at 
the plant, poli¢e showed up before 
opening time, bringing with them 
three police vans which were quick- 
ly filled with pickets as the fight 
was broken up. 

After the last van was driven 
away, carrying in it the bulk of

Defeat of Amendment

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP).— 
The Senate killed today an amend- 
ment to the record-breaking tax 
bill which would have prevented 
husbands and wives in community 
property states from splitting in- 
come in order to reduce taxes. 

Defeat of the amendment on a 
voice vote cleared the way for 
final action on the tax measure to- 
day. The amendment was reject- 
ed after leaders, confronted with 
an extended fight, abandoned their 
efforts to obtain its adoption. The 
amendment had been proposed by 
the Senate’s Finance Committee.

Elimination of the =proposal 
brought the total of the tax bill 
down to $3,583,900,000.

Russians Report — Furi- 
ous Battle Continues 
Amid Artillery Fire. 


HELSINKI, Sept. 5 (AP)—A 
Finnish communique said tonight 
that big fires, which could be seen 
from the Finnish border, were 
raging in Leningrad. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 5 (AP).—Soviet 


forces counterattacking amid ar- 
tillery fire on the approaches to 
Leningrad were reported today to 
have advanced almost a mile at 
one point in the battle for Russia’s 
second largest city, taking four vil- 
lages. 

Dispatches said both sides were 
moving up their big guns for the 
all-out battle of Leningrad and the 
Moscow communique announced 
night-long fighting on the whole 
front. (The Germans reported to- 
day they had begun shelling Len- 
ingrad.) 

Kiev, Odessa Hold Out. 

Russia’s two other beleaguered 
big cities—Kiev, the Ukrainian 
capital on whose approaches the 
Germans are attempting to at- 
tack, and Odessa, the Black Sea 
port which the Nazis and Ruma- 
nians have locked in siege—also 
were reported strengthening their 
resistance.

Chief Washington Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 5. — 
President Roosevelt said today 
that steps were being taken to 
hunt down the marauding sub- 
marine that attacked the Unit- 
ed States destroyer Greer and 
that the submarine would be 
eliminated if found.

The President disclosed that 
the attack on the Greer oc- 
curred on the American side of 
the Atlantic in daylight during 
good visibility.

The 
destroyer, which was en route 
to Iceland, counterattacked 
with depth bombs.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.— Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, head of the War 
Industries Board in the last war, 
came out of the White House yes- 
terday after luncheon with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to express doubt 
as to the workability of the new 
seven-man defense priority board. 

For Baruch, who has been in 
and out of the White House at 
least once a weék during the last 
six months, this was an almost un- 
precedented step. Behind it, the 
Post-Dispatch has learned from an 
authoritative source, is his dis- 
appointment in the new defense 
reorganization. 

For more than a year he has 
advocated unified control of indus- 
trial defense in a single individual, 
after the pattern that he worked 
out in mobilizing industry in 1917 
and ‘18 In his weekly lunches 
with Roosevelt he tried to tell the 
President that all-out defense pro- 
duction would not come without 
the delegation of authority to one 
man. 

Many people, and especially those 
who opposed him, felt he wanted 
the job for himself. This is not 
true, although naturally he would 
have been flattered if, as a ges- 
ture, it had been offered to him. 

Submitted Plan to President. 

About two months ago President 
Roosevelt asked Baruch to submit 
detailed plans incorporating his 
ideas for reorganizing the defense 
setup.

Not 
at all, said Baruch, refusing to ac- 
cept this face-saving presentation. 

The plan lacked the essential 
unification of control in one man. 
It was a compromise. 

“It is a step forward,” he told 
the Post-Dispatch last night. “I 
don’t want to hinder this new ef- 
fort. I have been told that Don- 
ald Nelson, executive director of 
the board, will have sole control 
over priorities. 

“If this is true, and if he can 
enforce that control, then this is 
definitely a step forward. I’m not 
pessimistic about America, Don’t 
misunderstand me on that score. 
We've got the goods and we've got 
the men if we can only bring them 
together.” 

His Advise of Year Ago. 

In consulting with and advising 
defense officials, commuting be- 
tween Washington and his home 
in New York, Baruch has from 
the very beginning advocated the 
steps that are now gradually about 
to be taken. More than a year 
ago, in a letter to one of the top 
defense executives, he stated in no 
uncertain terms the steps he re- 
garded as essential. The date of 
that letter is July 23, 1940. 

“IT hope,” said Baruch, “you will 
not look upon what I am going 
to say as gratuitous advice, but I 
cannot impress upon you too much 
that where the Government, 
through its action, either for it- 
self or indirectly for England, 
creates a scarcity, you must start 
priority rulings and price fixings.

VICHY, Sept. 5 (AP).—Increas- 
ing terrorism holding the threat of 
civil strife in German-occupled 
Paris claimed a new victim today 


when Marcel Gitton, former Com- 
munist journalist, who had turned 
against his party, died in a hospital 
from an assassin's bullet. The un- 
identified assailant escaped. 

Gitton’s death was another {n a 
series of shootings and attacks 
which both French and German 
authorities have been striving to 
stop since Pierre Laval and Marcel 
Deat were wounded at Versailles 
Aug. 27. 

It raised the total since the first 
outbreak Aug, 21 to three dead and 
at least six wounded by violence. 

Gitton, shot last night, died to- 
day after doctors had extracted a 
bullet from his left lung. Another 
bullet lodged in his abdomen. 

Gittoén was a collaborator on the 
Communist daily L’Humanite and 
secretary-general of the Metal 
Workers’ Union before the war, 
when he was elected to the Cham- 
ber.of Deputies from the Seine de- 
partment. 

He refused to join other Com- 
munist Deputies in signing a let- 
ter opposing the war and was not 
unseated when the Chamber vot- 
ed tg oust the signers. 

Shot by 
The pistol with which Gitton 
was shot was of the same type as 
one Paul Colette fired at Laval and 
Deat and like one used in the kill- 
ing of Adolphe Rosenthal, a broker, 
in Paris last week. All were French 
6.35 revolvers, corresponding to .25- 
caliber firearms in the United 
States. 
Gitton, 41 years old, was near- 
ing his home in outlying Lilas 
when a cyclist, who had been wait- 
ing at a curb, opened fire. 
Police searched Gitton’s home 
and said they found he had re- 
ceived a threatening letter. 

Gitton, who was born Marcel 
Giroux, recently had been work- 
ing for the party of the collabora- 
tionist, Jacques Doriot. 

Army Sergeant Wounded. 

The assassination followed the 
wounding of a German army ser- 
geant in Paris. German police 
still are seeking the sergeant’s as- 
sailant, 

On Aug. 21, a German Colonel 
was fatally stabbed in a Paris 
subway. Two days later, the com- 
manding general of Nazi forces in 
Francé threatened to shoot French 
hostages in reprisal, the number 
depending on the seriousness of 
the offense against the Germans. 
Later the Vichy Ambassador to 
Paris, Fernand de Brinon, said the 
reprisals threat had had a bad 
popular reaction and that the Ger- 
mans had backed down to allow 


such acts as those of Communist, 
Paris police, meanwhile, arrest- 
ed two men described as militant 
Communists and seized a large 
quantity of Communist literature 
in a raid in the Plaisance Quarter.

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Nearly 1500 Oil Cars Standing Idle 
Despite Efforts to Relieve Shortage 


Many Seem to Have Been Long on Wood River 
Spurs, but Company Head Asserts They 
; Keep Moving In and Out. 


Although tank car loadings at 

Wood River refineries are being 
rushed seven days a week to speed 
deliveries and to increase the turn- 
over in tank cars, freeing them for 
service in relieving the Eastern 
oil shortage, long lines of idle cars 
are standing on spur tracks at the 
Wood River refinery of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Indiana. 
These cars, numbering nearly 
1500, are the property of the Union 
Tank Car Co. of Chicago, which, 
it was said at the refinery, leases 
spur trackage from Standard Oil 
to maintain a tanker depot and re- 
pair shop. Residents in the neigh- 
borhood told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that many of the cars 
seemed to have been there a long 
time. 

L. J. Drake, president of the 
Union company, told a reporter by 
telephone that, except for a few 
cars at Wood River for repairs, 
they were continually arriving and 
departing. He described the depot 
as a reservoir from which the com- 
pany drew cars as its national dis- 
tributing business required. 


Drake refused to.say if any of 
the cars on Wood River sidings 
might be classified as idle. An 
assertion that there were 20,000 
idle tank cars in the country with 
more than enough capacity to re- 
lieve the shortage in the East was 
made recently before a Senate in- 
vestigating committee by J. J. Pel- 
ley, president of the Association of 
American Railroads. 

Asked if he could estimate the 
total mumber of cars at Wood 
River, Drake told the reporter, 


+“Count them. But it won’t do you 


any good,” he added, “because they 
are constantly coming and going.”

United Retail Employes Bar 
Entrance to Hall in Rice- 
pute. 


Two CIO unions involved in a 
bitter dispute over 500 
employes at the Rice- 
Stix Dry Goods Co. issued state- 
ments today that they would not 
give in to each other, after a clash 
last night at which members of 
one union kept the other group 
from holding a meeting. : 

The two unions are the W 
house and Distribution Workers, 
affiliated with Harry Bridges’ In- 
ternational Longshoremen and 
Warehousemen’s Union, and the 
United Retail, Wholesale and De- 
partment Store Employes. 

The ILWU claims it has enrolled 
425 of the Rice-Stix employes ‘in 
a two weeks’ organizing drive. The 
United Union, which represents the 
warehouse employes of other St. 
Louis firms such as Ely & Walker, 
Butler Bros. and the J. C. Penney 
Co., charges that the ILWU is at- 
tempting to “muscle in” on its toer- 
ritory. 

ILWU Scheduled Meeting. 

It was the ILWU, under the lead- 
ership of its local organizer; Al 
Friedman, which had scheduled 
last night’s meeting in a hall on 
the third floor at 709 Pine street. 

Friedman had stationed six of 
his huskiest members at the door- 
way to prevent any persons not 
members of the ILWU from going 
upstairs. But after about 40 ILWU 
members had gathered in the hall, 
a group..of United members, led 
by their international representa- 
tive, Harold J. Gibbons, arrived on 
the scene and formed a solid 
phalanx on the sidewalk in front 
of the door. 

The ILWU men wouldn't let any 
non-ILWU members get past them, 
while the United phalanx prevent- 
ed any IL members from at- 
tending the meeting. And there 
the matter stood for about two 
hours, as a squad of detectives and 
policemen stood by to take a hand 
if any fighting should develop. 

300 Men Milling About. 

At one time there were about 
300 men milling about on the side- 
walk in front of the entrance to 
the hall, but, although epithets 
were freely exchanged, there were 
no fights. 

Friedman, after telephoning to 
his regional office in Cleveland 
and receiving assurance that the 
dispute. would be submitted to CIO 
national officers, called off the 
meeting, and everybody went 
home. 

But this morning he issued a 
broadside in which he announced: 
“We are going to keep our union 
in spite of hell.” He accused the 
United union of using “strong-arm 
methods” and said this had driven 
“the last nail into its coffin.” The 
Rice-Stix warehouse, he said, was 
now filled with employes who 
would rather not have any union 
at all than belong to United. 

Charge Red Connections. 

Members of the United union ac- 
cused the ILWU of having Com- 
munist connections and charged 
that Bridges was attempting to 
spread the control of his union to 
inland territory.

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|33,500 in State Seek Jobless Pay, 
Increase of 6000 in Two Months 
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Employment Service Starts Inquiry to De- 
termine Reasons for August Gain in Face 
of Rise in Placements. 


An investigation was begun to- 
day by the Missouri State Employ- 
ment, Service to determine why un- 
employment ‘benefit claims in the 


State have increased by about 6000 
in the last two months, although 
job placements consistently in- 
creased. 

Whether the increasing claims 
are die to men being thrown out 
of work because of dislocation of 
small industries without defense 
priorities or for some other reason 
may only be dete ed through a 
detaileg analysis, James L. Morris, 
supervisor of claims, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Some claims, he said, may be 
found to be reclaims, representing 
persons who received compensation 
prior to July 1, when the maximum 
was increased from $15 to $18 a 
week and the duration from 12 to 
16 weeks, and who now seek re- 
troactive allowances for the differ- 
ence. 


Other factors involved in a gen- 
eral survey of the job situation 


include unemployment of those 
who quit jobs in the hope of get- 
ting better ones. Other workers, 
especially the unskilled, may be 
affected by diversification of ma- 
chinery in defense industries. 
Some applying for unemployment 
benefits, it was pointed out, may 
have been affected by seasonal 
lay-offs during the change-over in 
certain industries.

SUPREME COURT. 
BARS ACTION ON 
PARK MEN'S SUT 


Sets Hearing Next Wednes- 
day on Petition to Set 
Aside Order Against Fir- 
ing Employes.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 5. — 
The Supreme Court en banc issued 
a preliminary writ of prohibition 
today restraining two St. Louis 
Circuit Court Judges from taking 
further action on an injunction 
suit brought by 52 employes of the 
city’s park department to prevent 
their dismissal or demotion by 
Palmer B. Baumes, recently ap- 
pointed Park Commissioner. 

Acting with unusual speed be- 
cause of the election Sept. 16 on 
a civil service amendment to the 
St. Louis charter, adoption of 
which would “freeze” city job- 
holders in their current jobs, the 
Supreme Court gave the respond- 
ents until Tuesday to file their 
returns to Baumes’ application for 
a writ of prohibition. 

Both sides are given until 
Wednesday to file briefs which in ° 
this case may be typewritten in- 
stead of printed. A hearing to de- 
termine whether the writ shall be 
made permanent was set for Sept. 
13. 

When the employes filed their 
injunction suit, Circuit Judge Wil- 
liam L. Mason issued a restraining 
order prohibiting Baumes from dis- 
missing or demoting them, and or- 
dering Baumes to appear before 
Circuit Judge David J. Murphy 
Sept. 18 to show why an injunction 
should not be issued. 

Since that date is two days after 
the election, Baumes would be pre- 
vented from dismissing the Demo- 
cratic holdovers until possible 
adoption of the merit system. 

Judge’ Mason’s restraining order 
will remain in effect until the Su- 
preme Court’s final decision. In a 
case of this nature, the Court 
could announce its decision im- 
mediately after the hearing Sept. 
13 had hand down its detailed opin- 
ion later. 

In applying for the writ of pro- 
hibition, Baumes argued that 
Judge Mason deliberately delayed 
the injunction hearing until after 
the special election, and that the 
suit was instigated by George B. 
Tracy, Democrat, described as the 
“ax man for the Dickmann-Hanne- 


gan machine,” in an effort to 
‘hamper and embarrass the new 
‘Republican administration,

IN WEEK $3,157 60 


Total for Eighth District Since 
May 1 Stands at 
$62,342,500. 


Sale of defense savings bonds of 
all denominations in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District, which in- 
cludes parts of seven states, to- 
taled $3,157,000 in the week ending 
yesterday, the Federal Reserve 
Bank reported today. This brought 
the total sold in this district since 


May 1 to’ $62,342,500. 


Of the week's total, $2,323,800 
represented gales of bonds of 
larger denominations, of which 
about $225,000 were purchased in 
St. Louis and vicinity. The dis- 
trict sale of these larger bonds 
since May 1 now stands at $43,730,- 
700. 


Total sale of the smaller denomi- 
nation Series E bonds by the 845 
issuing agencies in the district to- 
taled $698,000 last week, bringing 
the total agency sale to $15,689,175. 
The Federal Reserve Bank itself 
sold $135,800 of the smaller bonds, 
bringing its total sale of this series 
to $2,922,625 since May 1. 


The postoffice reported sales of 


‘$104,550 of the Series E bonds and 


$12,974 of defense saving stamps in 
the week ending Wednesday. Since 
May 1, the postoffice has sold $2,- 
462,775 in bonds and $216,648 in 
stamps.

Safety, Better Wages and 
High Production Stand- 
ards Urged by Commis- 
sioner Lubin. 


The problem of maintaining a 
supply of skilled labor for defense 
industries engaged the attention 
today of Federal labor officials and 


seventh annual convention of the 
International Association of Gov- 
ernmental Labor Officials which 
will close tonight at Hotel Chase 
with the election of officers. 

Immediate problems affecting 
the St. Louis atea were to be dis- 
cussed this afternoon at a round-. 
table conference with participants 
including J. M. Davey of the Cur- 
tiss-Wright Corporation, and Lu- 
ther Slinkard, secretary of the In- 
dustrial Union Council of the CIO 
which is not represented on de- 
fense contracts. 

Impact of defense projects on 
labor standards was considered 
last night at a round-table discus- 
sion led by Isador Lubin, commis- 
sioner, United States Bureau of 
Labor Statistics and economic ad- 
viser to President Roosevelt, 

Waste Due to Haste. 

Lubin, who lives in the White 
House, said that 3,800,000 persons 
had been absorbed in industry dur- 
ing the past 14 months, many of 
them unskilled. Safety, wages and 
high production standards were in- 
volved in the defense program, he 
added. 

“Good, decent labor standards,” 
Lubin said, “are essential for na- 
tional unity and efficient defense 
production.” Entire industries, he

reported, were on a 60-hour-a-week 
basis, bringing with it questions of 
fatigue and‘psychological problems. 
Old machinery had been put into 
service, while, due to haste, waste 
is rampant. Workers observed 
waste, Lubin said, and were not 
stimulated to increase production. 
Proper labor standards, he empha- 
sized, disappeared in dictator-con- 
trolled countries. 

In a further discussion of work- 
ing hours Lubin said hour require- 
ments in defense industries, par- 
ticularly. where women are in- 
volved, should be relaxed only in 
emergencies and then for limited 
periods. He found no excuse for 
longer hours in laundries and res- 
taurants. 

To Authority to Curb Higher Prices 


Turning to wage standards, Lu- 
bin said that the Office of Pro- 
duction Management felt,the mini- 
mum was too low, added “forty 
hours a week for $16 isn’t going 
to cause inflation.” Wages should 
be adjusted, Lubin said, to the 
point where industry could afford 
to pay them “and make a decent 
profit without raising prices. 


Price control, Lubin pointed out, 
is on a voluntary basis with “noth- 
ing done to control food prices or 
anything” the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration lacking legal author- 
ity. But he suggested legislation 
might be enacted as a safeguard 
against rising prices. 


“T should think that a law could 
be found that was constitutional,” 
Lubin observed,” as was the case 
with the Labor Board und wage 
hour laws. The olny way to tell 
is to pass a law, then test it.” 


Safety for Workmen. 


Discussion of safety standards, 
which followed closely data sub- 
mitted in committee reports earlier 
in the day, caused Lubin to ask 
why organized labor failed to take 
accidents more seriously. 


Roland P. Blake, senior safety 
engineer, United States Depart- 
ment of Labor, replied that labor 
leaders had informed him that they ) 
had a 25-year fight to get compen- 
sation laws and afterward, with 
the advent of depression, it was 
such a fight for the existence of 
the unions that there was scant 
time left for safety promotion, al- 
though certain union groups have 
safety programs. 


Blake said management was pri- 
marily responsible for physical 
hazards and work practices, that 
safety planning should be a part 
of mass, production planning and 
that relaxation of safety standards 
was poor economy, injuries to a 
few key men Causing costly work 
stoppages. Makeshift safety de- 
vices, he added, were not welcomed 
by workers “who won't use a respir- 
ator when they know the manage- 
ment should clear the air.” 


Trained inspectors, he said, 
should not be absorbed in industry, 
but increased. In Illinois, Blake 
added, one of 16 states requiring 
safety standards, about 60 inspect- 
brs theoretically cover 68,000 
plants, are fortunate to visit them 
once a year. 


Safety and Jobs. 


Martin P. Durkin, director of 
labor for Illinois, asked for pri- 
orities for safety devices for firms 
without defense contracts and was 
told by Lubin the OPM was dis- 
cussing it. When no union labor 
officials responded to Lubin’s in- 
vitation to participate in the dis- 
cussion, a workman stood up in the 
rear of the room and said: “I’m 
just a union man, but I know that 
if you report to the foremen in 
our place a couple of times about 
a safety hazard some other fellow 
gets your job.” 

Apprentice training “is far be- 
hind schedule,” William F. Pat- 
terson, chief of apprenticeship, di- 
vision of labor standards, United 
States Department of Labor, said 
at this morning’s session, asserting 
that only about 60,000 were in train- 
ing under Federal standards while 
there should be more than 500,000. 
He detailed the mechanics of Fed- 
eral and State training programs.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who, four years 
ago, stirred a political tempest 
over his charge of delay in the 
Federal courts, has allowed 12 Fed- 
eral judgeships to be vacant, two 
of them since 1930, five of them 
since 1940. 

The President's failure to fill the 
judicial vacancies has caused criti- 
cism, not only here but among law- 
yers everywhere. 

Since April 12, 19398, a United 
States district judgeship in Con- 
necticut has .been vacant. Since 
Nov. 3, 1939, a similar judgeship 
in the Western District of the 
State of Washington has been un- 
filled.

Possibly in other states, too, it 
is a political impasse similar to 
that in the Eighth Circuit that 
has delayed judicial appointments. 
In the Western district of Okla- 
homa a district judgeship was cre 
ated at the same time as the two 
Judges were added to the Eighth

had been hit and the father took 


the position that since this was 
so, all that was required of him 
was a search of the bushes. 

- This same position, he asserted, 
was being taken by some people 
since the destroyer had not been 
hit during several attacks. 

In this particular case, he said 
with emphasis, the “school 
teacher,” whom he identified as 
himself, would join in the search. 

“What will the ‘school teacher’ 
do if he finds the man who fired 
the shots?” a reporter asked. 

Would “Eliminate” Attacker. 

The President quickly replied 
that he would “eliminate” him if 
found, He then remarked that 
“eliminate” was a good word. 

Another reporter asked if the 
single word “eliminate” could be 
‘directly quoted. Roosevelt gave 
his assent. 

Speaking: in allegories when a 
delicate situation is involved is a 
characteristic Rooseveltian prac- 
tice. It allows him much latitude 
and at the same time relieves him 


of the responsibility of various in- 
terpretations he may find neces- 
gary to disavow. There can be 
little doubt, however, that he 
wanted to announce to this coun- 
try and to warn Germany and 
Italy that American naval vessels 
would follow the precedent set by 
the Greer in retaliating to attack. 


A change in American policy was 
indicated when a reporter pointed 
out that the President had an- 
nounced last year that if American 
naval vessels thought themselves 
in danger of attack, “they should 
tell papa—meaning the President— 
and he would tell them what to 
do.” 

The reporter continued that the 
commander of the Greer had not 
followed these instructions but had 
immediately counterattacked the 
submarine by dropping depth 
bombs. The President agreed that 
such instructions had previously 
been given and observed with a 
knowing smile that it was funny 
that the commanding ‘officer had 
not followed them. 

Asked flatly if there had been 


nothing had been done—not at the 
present time. 


As to Diplomatic Aspect. . 


Asked if the incident furnished 
the basis of diplomatic action, the 
President said he could not dis- 
cuss this phase of the questidn. 

Besides repeating that several 
attacks had been made on the 
Greer, the President implied that 
they had been made deliberately. 
He carefully refrained from speak- 
ing of a German attacker but in 
one remark spoke of German and 
Italian submarines. 


The Greer, he explained, could 
have been clearly identified by its 
numerals and flag. He would not 
say whether there had been more 
than one attacker or disclose the 
number of torpedoes fired. He 
observed that it was beyond his 
powers to account for the bad aim. 

Asked if it would have been 
possible for the submarine com- 
mander to have made a mistake, 
the President said that he pre- 
ferred to answer this question in 
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language: 

If the periscope was above the 

water there was no excuse for the 
lack of identification, since the at- 
tack was made in broad daylight. 
Most torpedoes are shot from the 
surface, . 
' He then explained that German 
and Italian submarines have lis- 
tening devices and that it would be 
physically possible for the attack- 
er to shoot in the direction of. the 
sound. He agreed that such aim- 
ing would not be accurate. 

Not in War Zone, He Says. 

The incident he stressed was 
“clearly” on the American side of 
the Atlantic and not in the war 
zones set by Hitler. He pointed 
out that this country had never 
been officially informed of these 
zones and, besides, a blockade was 
never recognized unless it was ef- 
fective. 

Asked if the dropping of the 
depth bombs was in accord with 
international usage, he asked his 
inguirer what he would have done 
if someone had taken a shot at 
him. He said he could not say 
whether the submarine’s periscope 
had been above the water. 


BRITISH’ AIRCRAFT 
AIDED THE GREER 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland, Sept. 5 
(AP).—Officers and crew of the 
United States destroyer Greer said 
tonight that they may have sunk 


the submarine which attacked 
their vessel, and the incident was 
described here as a German at- 
tack. 

The Greer arrived in Iceland this 
morning. 

The Greer’s instruments, officers 
said, indicated that the destroyer 
was over the submarine when their 
depth charges were dropped. The 
destroyer was in very deep water 
at the time of the attack, they re- 
lated, and consequently the sub- 
marine might well have been sunk 
without a trace. 

The officers disclosed that Brit- 

ish aircraft assisted the Greer in 
erpelling the attacker. British 
planes in the vicinity co-operated 
in reconnaissance. 
(The above cable contained no 
amplification of the statement that 
the attack was by Germans, but 
it was passed by the combination 
British-American censorship in Ice- 
land and by the British censors 
in London.) 


GREER AND TRADED 
VESSELS IDENTICAL 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP).— 
The State Department had nothing 
to say today and the Navy Depart- 
ment deelined to amplify a three- 
sentence communique which an- 
nounced the submarine attack on 
the United States destroyer Greer, 
a flush-deck four-stacker of World 
War construction, identical in ap- 
pearance with destroyers traded to 
Britain, 

The submarine’s identity was 
temporarily a mystery, and there 
‘was no certainty that a subsequent 
report from the Greer would add 
further information, 

As far as the United States Navy 
was concerned, only this much was 
released: 

“The Navy Department an- 
nounced that the U. 8. S. Greer, 
en route to. Iceland with mail, 
reported this morning that a 
submarine attacked her by fir- 
ing torpedoes which missed 
their mark: The Greer imme- 
diately counter-attacked with 
depth charges. 

“Results unknown.” 

Lacking a more complete report, 
members of Congress were cau- 
tious but apprehensive in apprais- 
ing the clash at sea. They coun- 
seled the public against forming 
hasty opinions and expressed .the 
belief the incident was not of guf- 
ficient magnitude to plunge the 
country into war. 

There was much conjecture, 
however, whether the attack yes- 
terday morning represented the 


Nobody could expect a German 
commander, he said, to stand idly 
by while “his position was 
ed to the enemy by an Am 
warship, certainly not when a pa- 
trol ship follows him so long that 
strong British forces can be called 
up not only to hinder him in the

The first dispatch from the Greer 
was held up until a check-back had 
been made for confirmation. 

In line with navy policy on oper- 
ations, the destroyer’s regular role 
in ‘the Atlantic patrol. was not in- 
dicated. Until such information 
was discontinued on April 1, how- 
ever, the Greer was listed as the 
flagship of Destroyer ‘Division

Battle Before Leningrad. 

Red Army dispatches, describing 
the counterattack by Leningrad’s 
defenders, said the Germans on 
capturing villages K and U, “erect- 
ed fortifications and artillery po 
sitions as a base for further ad- 
vance on Leningrad.” 

“Our scouts reported that the 
Fascists were preparing to force 
a river,” the account went on. 
“Our artillerymen thwarted this 
plan and sank boats attempting to 
carry soldiers across to the op- 
posite bank, smashed a German 
heavy gun battery, a mine-thrower 
battery and an observation point 
with a wireless station.” 

After this preparation Russian 
units supported by tanks reoccu- 
pied villages K, U and Z, it was 
asserted. 


“Field Strewn With Dead.” 


“The Germans retreated aban- 
doning guns, machineguns, equip- 
ment, trucks, motor cars and staff 
documents,” the dispatches said. 
“The battlefield was strewn with 
Fascist dead.” 

Village C was retaken by the 
Reds in similar but apparently 
even more bitter fighting after a 
“brief but powerful artillery fire.” 
After heavy tanks smashed Ger- 
man machinegun positions Red in- 
fantrymen rushed up, “capturing 
one position after another,” the 
Russians said, adding that “the 
din of battle resounded for sev- 
eral kilometers around.” By mid- 
night village C was again in Soviet 
hands, 

“According to incomplete data, 
our troops destroyed or captured 
one German artillery battalion, a 
heavy battery, 26 anti-tank guns, 
nine machine-guns, seven trucks, 
two motorcars, 80 carts, 150 artil- 
lery and draft horses and a large 
quantity of rifles, automatics and 
other equipment,” one dispatch 
said. “The Germans suffered 
heavy casualties. The headquar- 
ters of two regiments were 
smashed.” 

The defenses of Leningrad were 
said to have been bolstered by the 
arrival of troops from Tallinn, 
evacuated before the Germans took 
the Estonian capital. These forces 
were reported already back in bat- 
tle against the Nazis. 

Fighting Along Dnieper. 

The Germans have spent thou-

Rail representatives and a com- 
mittee of the oil industry agreed 
last night on sharp rate reduc- 
tions for movement of oil from 
the producing areas to the At- 
lantic seaboard. 

J. J. Pelley, President of the As- 
sociation of American Railroads, 
told a senate committee Wednes- 
day that the oil shortage could be 
ended in two weeks by utilizing 
available tank cars. He said there 
were 20,000 idle rail tankers capa- 
ble of moving 200,000 barrels of oil 
to the Hast daily. The daily short- 
age is estimated by officials at 
174,000 barrels. 

No statement was issued imme- 
diately on the rate reduction 
agreement, but reports were that 
it embraced a flat 25 per cent 
rate cut on gasoline and all fuel 
oils, and reductions up to 50 per 
cent on crude oil, for west-to-east

The charge for hauling oil by 
coastwise tank ships has been 
about one-sixth the rail tariffs. 

A railroad spokesman said the 
agreement presented “a solution 
on the shortage” and that rail 
transport of oil could begin on a 
large scale immediately when 
emergency rate schedules become 
effective.

CAMP PERRY, O., Sept. 5 (AP). 
—Dave Carison, youthful national 
small bore rifle champion from 
New Haven, Conn., faced an uphill 
fight today to retain his laurels, 
but Harry Reeves, Detroit's straight 
shooting policeman and holder of 
the national pistol title, looked like 
a repeater. 

With four of the eight matches 
leading to the natiohal small bore 
rifle crown. out of the way, Carlson 
was a point behind Jack Lacy, an- 
other New Haven crack shot. The 
race is one of the hottest the na- 
tional matches ever have experi- 
enced. 

Reeves, however, with a score 
of 859 of 900 in three .45-caliber 
pistol events, was assured the na- 
tional crown with that weapon and 
he held a 12-point edge over his 
nearest foe as the hundreds of 
marksmen headed into the nine 
remaining .22 and .38 caliber events 
making up the championship ag- 
gregate, ) 

Lacy, who scored possible 400’s 
in each of Wednesday's opening 
.22-caliber rifle events, dropped five 
points in yesterday’s two attrac- 
tions, but his 1595 of 1600 put him 
a point ahead of Carlson, who 
dropped six yesterday after a 
“clean” first day. In third place, 
eight points off the perfect pace, 
was Carl Frank of Rochester, Minn.

Consent Decrees End Con- 
tracts That Have Barred 


Companies From South 
America. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP).— 
Acting Attorney General Francis 
Biddle announced today consent 
decrees under which four Ameri- 
can Drug companies must break 
contracts with the German dye 
trust which prevented United 
States firms from doing business 
in South America. 

The two decrees, based on civil 
action charging anti-trust law vio- 
lation .by restricting markets, par- 
ticularly in: Latin-American coun- 
tries, were filed with « United 
States District Judge Samuel Man- 
delbaum in New York. 

The actions named Sterling Prod- 
ucts, Inc., Alba Pharmaceutical 
Co., Inc., The Bayer Co., Inc., and 
Winthrop Chemical Co., and Al- 
bert H. Diebold and William Weiss, 
president and chairman, respec- 
tively, of Sterling. 

“The American Government’s re- 
cent’ policy of economic pressure 
against Axis Powers,” Biddle said, 
“affects private contractual ob- 
ligations, entered into long before 
the war, with contracting parties 
who are. now Axis nationals. 

“That contract has created diffi- 
cult legal situations for American 
firms engaged in foreign trade and 
subject to the courts of foreign 
countries. The arrangement made 
in this case constitutes a construc- 
tive solution of this type of diffi- 
culty.” 

The information on which the 
complaints were based was de- 
veloped in an investigation of the 
drug industry by the Justice De- 
partment’s anti-trust division, 
which charged that, between 1920 
and 1926, Winthrop Chemical and 
Bayer, a Sterling subsidiary, en- 
tered into long-term contracts with 
I. G. Farbenindustrie, known as 
the German dye trust, and its pre- 
decessor, Friedrich Bayer, of Ger- 


many, whereby Bayer’s export 
business outside of the United 
States “was subject to an illegal 
profit-sharing arrangement  be- 
tween I, G. Farbenindustrie and 
Bayer.” 

Justice ofricials said that all 
four companies named in the de- 
crees have operating headquarters 
in New York, Sterling and Win- 
throp Chemical are incorporated 
in Delaware and Alva and Bayer 
in New York.

Possible Tactics. 


These measures probably include 
increased use of submarines and 
of long-range scouting and bomb- 
ing aircraft; but the decision must 
be taken as to how the menace of 
the shore-based fighter is to he 
overcome. The best means would 
be, if German resources are equal 
to it, an attack on the chain of 
island bases—Iceland, Faeroes, 
Orkneys, Shetlands—which make 
the fighter operations possible. 

If such attacks seem unlikely 
to succeed, the Germans must then 
weigh the risks and advantages 
to be gained from an extension of 
their operations into the American- 
patrolled area. These considera- 
tions might even lead them to the 
view that their only hope lies in 
an invasion of the British Isles, 
desperate as such a decision must 
now seem. If it is the only hope 
of victory, they may try it. 

Intensification of bombing at- 
tacks on British centers might be 
the first sign of such a decision. 
In this connection, the long lull 
in such bombing attacks may have 
been intended partly for psycho- 
logical. effect; to prepare the way 
for a peace offensive, but also with 
the idea of producing over-confi- 
dence and a relaxation of precau- 
tion, so that renewal of such at- 
tacks might be more effective both 
materially and in their effect on 
British morale. 

As for invasion itself, it does not 
seem possible that the Germans 
can gain a sufficient degree of air 
superiority to give them any chance 
ox success; yet they may, as soon 
as the Russian campaign began to 
look uncertain, have commenced a 
great program of fighter construc- 
tion and fighter pilot training for 
one mighty effort. If Hitler is 
now desperate, he may make this 
bid for quick victory.

W ITH the disclosure of Presi-

dent Roosevelt’s appointees 
to the impending three-power 
conference here, the American Em- 
bassy is making preparations. The 
arrival of more than 12 Americans 
in one batch will be a momentous 
event for the American colony in 
Moscow, which numbers no more 
than 30—nearly all diplomats and 
reporters. 


The program of the British- 
American delegation still is in the 
most tentative stage. Since the 
general objectives and agenda for 
the meeting are delineated clearly, 
the delegates will be able to group 
thmselves in committees and work 
out details of a long-range pro- 
gram for pooling their nations’ re- 
sources to defeat Hitler. 


The situation is ripe for a tri- 
partite conference. It will take big 
men to oi) and accelerate the 
wheels of co-operation between this 
Bolshevik State and the two de- 
mocracies. It will take big men 
to cement relations ag they must 
be cemented to obtain maximum 
results from the three-way co-op- 
eration. There are many fences to 
be mended, many prejudices on all 
sides to be broken down, 


Need for Good Will. 

The task of the mission will be 
as much one of enlisting good will 
and confidence as of drafting and 
signing contracts. Most of what 
has been done so far between So- 
viet Russia on the one hand and 


Britain on the other is of a stop- 
gap nature. A good beginning 
toward genuine understanding was 
made with Harry L. Hopkins’ visit. 
Much labor is ahead if the three- 
way partnership is to be made 
more than simply a marriage of 
convenience. 

The delegates to the Moscow 
conference will be obliged to start 
pretty much from scratch on their 
long-range program, though the 
British economic mission here, un- 
Pder the leadership of Lawrence 


Cadbury, the English. chocolate 
maker, has done a great deal of 
spadework toward determining 
Russia’s basic needs and the extent 
to which this nation is.able to meet 
British-American requirements. 
Steadily growing Soviet realiza- 
tion. of the importance of close 
British-Soviet-American co-opera- 
tion is reflected in the increasing 
attention to this subject being 
given by the Soviet press and the 
larger space being accorded news 
from Britain and the United States. 


Iron Rule of History. 

The latest issue of the Moscow 
News devotes the whole front page 
to this subject and comments in 
the following vein: 

“History tells us that the out- 
come of a war depends, in the final 
analysis, on the >otential power of 
the belligerents umd the strength 
of either side at the outset. This 
iron rule of history means that 
victory depends upon the indus- 
trial power, size of population and 
natural wealth of the belligerents. 
In this respect all the advantages 
lie with the anti-Hitlerite coali- 
tion. 

“Then there is the moral factor 
that reinforces the spirit of peo- 
ples fighting in a righteous cause. 
This factor is not, and could not 
be, with Hitlerite Germany. It is 
wholly on the side of the anti-Hit- 
lerite front. As the war develops, 
the index of the forces of coalition 
is constantly rising, whereas that 
of the German-Fascist army in- 
evitably drops. 

“Against Hitler and his vassals, 
Mussolini, Antonescu, Darlan, Hor- 
thy, Tiso, Quisling, Mannerheim 
and other traitors who bartered 
away the blood of their own peo- 
ple, stands the eat coalition of 
liberty and demotracy. This coa- 
lition is Jed by the three biggest 
powers in the world. They have 


‘vowed to one another and the whole 


world to unite all their resources 
to crush Hitlerism, to destroy this 
hell on earth, and to liberate man- 
kind from the baneful clutches of 
brown death. This vow will be 
kept; it will be fulfilled with all 
speed and effectiveness.”

U, S. EMBASSY iN TOKYO 
INTERVENES IN WAGE DISPUTE 


Action Follows Threat of Violence 
by Japanese Employes Against 


TOKYO, Sept. 5 (AP).—The 
United States Embassy took a 
hand today in a wage dispute be- 
tween eight American motion pic- 
ture companies and their Japanese 
employes after the latter allegedly 
had threatened violence if their 


demands were not met, 

A high-ranking Embassy official 
met representatives of both groups 
at a Tokyo police’ station and it 
was reported he had lodged a pro- 
test over treatment accorded the 
American firms. 

The newspaper’ Miyako reported 
last week that the employes, about 
260 in number, had petitioned the 
Government for aid in obtaining 
dismissal pay in event of discharge. 
The paper said the employes were 
asking three months’ salary for 
each year of service, with the 
companies offering one month. 

The Government has been re- 
ported on the verge of consolidat- 
ing all Japanese movie producers 
and distributers into a single con- 
trolled company, and American 
movie firms foresee a monopoly 
which eventually may force them 
out of business. 


'Petain Given 


Outline of New 
Constitution 


It Proposes Demo- 
cratic Electorate 
Checked by an Aris- 
tocracy at Top. 


VICHY, Sept. 5 (AP).—Marshal 
Petain has received proposals out- 
lining the fundamentals of a new 
constitution for France providing 
for a democratic electorate at the 
bottom checked by an aristocracy 


at the top. 

The system as submitted to the 
chief of state by the National 
Council forms a combination of 
democratic and: aristocratic rule, 
endeavoring to utilize best parts 
of each. 

Besides one lower house of Par- 
liament, it proposes two upper 
chambers. 

The whole system is based on 
universal manhood suffrage in 
municipalities as the base of the 
pyramid of authority. Voters 
would elect a municipal council to 
serve with a Mayor appointed by 
a departmental prefect who, in 
turn, would be appointed by the 
central government. 

Next in order would come gen- 
eral councils in each department, 
these elected by the municipal 
councils; then provincial couricils 
in which half the membership 
would be named by provincial gov- 
ernors and the other half elected 
by members of the Veterans’ Le- 
gion, syndicalist corporations, rep- 
resentatives of the most numerous 
families and local dignitaries who 
would have an ex officio right to 
vote, 


It would be these provincial 
councils which wpuld compose lists 
of candidates for the National 
Council, or lowest house of Par- 
liament. Actual election of the 
members would be by vote of mu- 
nicipal and general councillors. 

Half of the suggested high coun- 
cil, or second chamber of Parlia- 
ment, would be named by the chief 
of state, one-fourth by ex officio 
dignitaries such as high Govern- 
ment functionaries and one-fourth 
by -vote of the National Council. 

A Council. of Empire, whose 
method of selection is mot yet de- 
cided, would have advisory juris- 
diction on all matters involving 


the empire as a whole. 


Why Germany Invaded Russia 


American Lease-Lend Act and Yugo- 
slavian Resistance Two Crippling 
Blows to Hitler’s Grand Strategy.

HE United States has dealt two crippling blows to Hitler which 


have upset the grand strategy of the German general staff 


and gained time for America. 


Germans appreciate the true sig- 


nificance of these moves better than Americans, Both were bold, 
both were based on a compréhension of strategy and both knocked 
\ 


the German timetable haywire. 


Most important of the two un- 
doubtedly is the lease-lend bill. 
This measure baffled the imagina- 
tion of the Germans and confront- 
ed Hitler’s Generals, for the first 
time in their carefully prepared 
war, with the likelihood of Ger- 
man defeat. 

German reaction can be best il- 
lustrated by quoting one of Hitler’s 
most important cabinet ministers. 
This individual spoke frankly to a 
leading statesman of one of the 
Axis satellite countries. 


“We Have Lost War!” 


“My friend, we have lost the 
war,” said the German cabinet 
minister, who suddenly burst into 
tears in the midst of a_ serious 
business conversation. “I can think 
of nothing else. You must forgive 
me. You can write in your diary 
that we lost the war the day the 
American Congress voted the lease- 
lend bill. I cannot sleep because 
of that measure. 

“I bear a grave responsibility 
before my Fuehrer. I told him 
Britain’s empire could not mobilize 
enough gold. We had a seven 
years’ advantage in rearmament. 
I said there wasn’t enough gold in 
the British Empire to buy enough 
arms to overcome that advantage. 
I made a careful study of British 
resources, not only of its gold 
assets but of its export capacity.” 

The German cabinet minister 
blew his nose, straightened himself 
in his chair and continued, ac- 
cording to my informant: 

“We knew that America would 
sell Britain arms, of course. But 
we never dreamed that America 
would give arms. The lease-lend 
bill gives Britain the arms it didn’t 
have the resources to buy. That 
bill saves Britain and it saves 
America, It means the defeat of 


CrP y. These Americans .. , 
‘we knew that they would sell for 


gold and gain. We never believed 


that so materialistic) a people 
would give arms.” 

The Germans are notoriously un- 
stable emotionally, especially since 
the mystically religious experience 
of National Socialism which of- 
fered them the vision of a master 
race standing as the conquerors of 
the world. This cabinet minister's 
bad moment must be somewhat 
discounted consequently. Like all 
bullies, the Nazis blubber when 
the going gets too hard. 

I quote him at iength, however, 
because his is not 
unique. I have h i the same 
sentiments brought fromh Germany 
by a score of reliabl¢ informants 
who have talked with the impor- 
tant men in control at Berlin. In 
the spring there was deep pes- 
simism in the German capital for 
fear that America would enter the 
war and it was in this mood that 
Hitler’s generals made the final 
decision to invade Russia in prep- 
aration for a long struggle against 
America, 


The Second Blow. 


America’s second crippling blow 
against the Nazis came in Yugo- 
slavia. To understand what Amer- 
ica did there and how it upset the 
Nazi timetable and drove Hitler 
against Stalin is necessary to re- 
examine the Greek campaign. 

Before Mussolini invaded Greece? 
Hitler had carefully outlined the 
grand strategy for winning the 
Mediterranean, the Middle East 
and Africa, Hitler planned to line 
up the French and drive Gen. 
Wavell back on Cairo and the Nile,

THE NEW DEFENSE POLICY. 

The President’s new defense board has taken the 
bull by the horns. “Every available man and nia- 
chine,” it said Tuesday, in a sweeping outline of 
policy, must now be used either for direct defense 
work or for essential civilian supplies. « . 

Assuming the. board means what it says, this 
marks a complete about-face in the administration’s 
attitude toward the defense effort. Formerly it 
planned the defense program, as Walter Lippmann 
observed, “as a kind of annex and superstructure” 
to private business, Now the respective position of 
business and defense is reversed. | 

When our sights were lower, the defense program 
was expected to take up about 10 or 12 per cent, 
perhaps, of America’s productive capacity. Under 
the new plan, with defense claiming all machines, 
man-power and materials except those which have 
to be used to supply the bare civilian necessities, as 
much as 35 per cent or more of our machinery of 
production may be monopolized by defense orders. 

This will mean unemployment, of course, though 
part of it will be temporary. Some factories will 
have to close while changing their machinery to 
turn out, say, shells instead ‘of buttons. Other firms, 
unable to find a useful place in the system, will 
have to board up their windows for the duration. 

As the Supply Priorities and Allocations Board 
said, “The less essential must go.” The sentiment 
was echoed by Donald Nelson, director of priorities, 
who, when asked whether some firms, for want of 
raw materials needed elsewhere, would have to close 
up shop, agreed that “there are bound to be some.” 

All this makes a bitter pill for the nation to 
swallow. That is exactly why the administration 
backed and filled. for some time when confronted 
with this problem. For confronted it was. There 
seems no avoiding the unpleasant fact that this new 
policy is the only way to make the 50-billion-dollar 
defense program move with the necessary speed. 

Of course, had the administration, in the begin- 
ning, planned our defense program with greater 
foresight, had it made more extensive use of sub- 
contracts to spread defense work among many man- 
ufacturers, had it foreseen and prevented shortages 
of materials and plant capacity, had it created an 
able general staff to direct the battle of production, 
such a drastic inroad on normal life would not now 
be necessary. 

Unfortunately, it did not do these things. Now, to 
meet the increased and daily increasing demands on 
the arsenal of democracy, from our own forces, from 
England and from Russia this harsh expedient seems 
unavoidable, 

Since the new program will demand so much sac- 
rifice of all, the administration is indeed obliged to 
see that the bungling and inefficiency of the*past 
does not make the sacrifice vain. There are specific 
errors to be corrected: 

Originally 75 per cent of the defense contracts 
went to 56 large corporations, resulting in large back- 
logs of orders. Subcontracting must be extended, 
eliminating this bottleneck. : 

Less than half of the seven-billion-dollar lease- 
lend appropriation has been contracted for, the Pres- 
ident admitted last Tuesday. Placing of orders must 
be expedited. 

The administration requires sacrifices of the peo- 
ple. The people demand efficiency of the administra- 
tion. 
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MR. BADER’S GOOD WORK. 

Excise Commissioner Arthur H. Bader is just what 
the doctor ordered. Last November, a St. Louis 
grand jury looked at liquor conditions and found 
them “intolerable.” Violations of both State and city 
liquor laws, it said, were “flagrant and wide.” The 
situation was condemned as “contrary to public in- 
terest, welfare, health and morals.” 

How did the condition arise? Through “gross mal- 
administration of the Excise Commissioner's office.” 
How could it be cured? By “uncompromising and 
definite penalties to impress tavern owners that they 
cannot disregard the law and go unpunished.” 

That is the remedy Mr. Bader is applying. In his 
first month of office, 46 tavern owners have ap- 
peared before him to show why their licenses should 
not be revoked. Thirteen have had their permits 
taken away. That is an average of 28 per cent. 

Under the “give-the-boys-a-break” policy, which 
the grand jury excoriated, of Bader’s predecessors, 
Phelim O'Toole and Lawrence McDaniel, less than 
1 per cent of such cases resulted in loss of the tavern 
owners’ licenses. 

A new broom sweeps clean. That is what the 
people expect of the Becker administration. And 
that is why he paid no attention yesterday to “an 
Alderman” and “a second Alderman” who protested 
against “the way Bader’s been handling cases.” 

Politics and the liquor business don’t mix. It’s bad 
for the liquor business and it’s poison for the polli- 
ticlans. The Excise Commissioner is a wise Repub- 
lican as well as a good public servant to hew to the 
line and let the offenders fall where they may, 
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THE BROADENED INCOME TAX BASE. 

In order to add a badly needed $300,000,000 to 
the Government’s income, the Senate yesterday voted 
43 to 23 to reduce income tax exemptions to $760 
and $1500 for single and married’ persons, respec- 
tively. 

If the House finally gives its consent, this will add 
about 5,000,000 persons to those now compelled to 
file returns. Of these, it .is estimated, 2,250,000 
actually will pay a tax. ° 

Since the average taxable’ income in this group 
may be expected to fall below $1000, it is at once 
obvious that the hoped-for increase in revenues is 
not coming from this source. The. last time the in- 
come tax exemptions were lowered, it meant an in- 
crease of only $19,000,000 in the amount of taxes 
paid, as Senator Brown reported, and it cost the 
Government $15,000,000 to collect this. 

In other words, the real money will come in be- 
cause of the higher rates which will be paid by those 
already subject to income levies, 

Nevertheless, there is no gainsaying Senator La 
Follette’s argument that the change in exemptions 
will bear heavily on the “little fellow.” His tax bill 
may be small, but, on his income, small bilis look 


‘big. Yet this is far from being an unmitigated evil. 


We must pay as much of the defense bill as pos- 
sible as we go.

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A HOLDING COMPANY. HOLDS ON.

If it were not so old, one might well believe that 
this maxim was the final summary of some stadent 
of the more “public-spirited” clauses in utility re- 
organization plans. 

Take, for example, the one filed yesterday with | 
the SEC and the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion on behalf of the Laclede Gas Light Co, Like all 


such things, it is complicated enough to be uninvit- \] 


ing to most newspaper readers after a hard day's 
work, Still, a little time devoted to it is very re- 
warding. 

To cut through the mass of details, here is what 
is involved: The company has a $10,000,000 first 
mortgage—already twice extended—coming due next 
April 1. 

To avert a crisis, it is planned to pay off all the 
company’s debt (about $36,000,000) and to create a 


mew gas concern which would start business with a 


first mortgage of $23,000,000 on its books. 

The old debt would be met by selling bonds in 
this amount to the public, and by disposing of the 
Laclede Power & Light Company’s electricity busi- 
ness to Union Electric. This would be done by vir- 
tue of the fact that the Ogden Corporation, a Floyd 
Odlum holding company, controls both Laclede * 
and Laclede Power. 

The transaction would i{nvolve the ustal swap- 
ping of old stocks for new. And it is here that the 
story becomes interesting. The Ogden Corporation 
and its subsidiary power company would get about 
380,000 shares of the common stock of the new gas 
company. All of these shares are to be sold tothe 
public within one year at an SE€-approved price, * 

The only interest retained by the holding company 
would be 70,000 shares of preferred stock—or less 
than 12 per cent of the voting power. 

In spite of the fact that many corporations are 
controlled with smaller blocs of stock—plus the 
ability to get proxies signed, this is not considered 
a very tight grip in the utilities field. So, on the 
surface, it would seem, as those involved point out, 
that the gas company is about to be given to the 
independent investors.’ And that the holding com- 
pany will retire from its dominant position. 

Actually, this depends entirely on the inclinations 
of the holding company. This is true because the 
refinancing plan also provides that for three years 
preferred stock may be exchanged for common on a 
five-for-one basis, thereafter on a four-for-one basis. 

Thus, at any time within three years, the Ogden 
Corporation would be able to exchange its “70,000 
shares of preferred for more than 40 per cent of 
the voting stock, thereafter. for about 35 per cent.

‘The im- 
pression also grows that the special message dis- 
patched to the President by the Japanese Prime 
Minister was a suit for peace rather than a threat 
of war. 

Meantime; more American oil will go to Viadivos- 
tok for the Russian army, whether the Japanese 
like it or not.

A New Advocate for Small Business

William E. Levis, board chairman for Owens-Illinois Glass Co., 
has made a good impression as “dollar-a-year man,” reporter 
writes; however, serious question is raised as to his interest in 


small enterprise; in his industry he is known as a monopolist.

T may be that William E. Levis, chair- 

man of the Board of the Owens-Illinois 

Glass Co., will prove to be just the man 
to force big business to disgorge swollen 
backlogs of defense orders and to speed 
production by spreading those orders out 
to smaller business men. 

There is no desire here to impugn his 
patriotism or his ability. He proved the 
former in the last war, winning the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross “for extraordinary 
heroism in action” with the AEF. He 
demonstrated the latter in the successful 
conduct of his own business. 

At Washington in recent months, as a 
member of the Production Planning Board, 
he has made a good impression. A fellow 
member of’that board as dissimilar in back- 
ground as James B. Carey, secretary of the 
CIO, speaks of Mr. Levis with respect and 
regards him as one of the best of the 
dollar-a-year men, 

The Levis appointment was nevertheless 
an anti-climax to several weeks of whisper- 
ing at the OPM, in Sidney Hillman’s Labor 
Division, that the subcontracting service 
was about to be taken out of the hands 
of big business. 

This was said with particular reference 
to John D. Biggers, president of Libby- 
Owens-Ford Glass Co., who, until President 
Roosevelt's recent reorganization order was 
Director of Production in the OPM. 

In the earlier shakeup of the subcontract- 
ing service, it was taken from Mr. Biggers’ 
Production Division and placed directly 
under Mr. Knudsen and Mr. Hillman, with 
Mr. Levis as their liaison man. But Mr, 
Levis is as much “big business” as Mr. 
Biggers. Their two companies interlock and 
Mr. Levis has beeh generally regarded as 
Mr. Biggers’ boss in private life. 

Mr, Levis starts with two strikes against 
him. One is that his background and train- 
ing are not the sort many people would 
choose for the job entrusted to him. The 
other is that few, very few, of the many big 
business men “drafted” for service with the 
OPM have shown a capacity to rise above 
the habits and ideas of a lifetime.

Mr. Levis is a manufacturer of glass con- 
tainers. There are two methods of feeding 
molten glass into the machine that forms 
the container. One is a gob feeder and the 
other is a suction feeder. Hartford-Empire 
owns the patents on the gob feeder; Mr. 
Levis’ Owens-Illinois on the suction feeder. 

They have an alliance. Between them 
they control more than 95 per cent of the 
glass container business. Whatever their 
intentions, “the net result” of this patent 
monopoly “is a business-depression.” The 
words are those of Prof. Waldon Hamilton 
of the Yale Law School in TNEC Monograph 
No. 31, “Patents and Free Enterprise.”

“Referring to your communication of 
June 8, this company is engaged in the 
manufacture and sale of glass containers, 
but we are not licensors of glass-making 
machinery. 

Me do construct certain glass-forming 
mechanisms, but such equipment is for use 
in our glass factories exclusively. We are 
unable, therefore, to render the service 
which you require.” 

The late Senator William E. Borah was a 
friend of the small business man. He was 
a member of the TNEC and sat through Mr. 
Levis’ testimony. Senator Borah asked Mr. 
Levis how many firms there were in the 
United States manufacturing milk bottles. 
Mr. Levis said there were 10. Senator 
Borah wanted to know how many were 
produced under the patents owned by Hart- 
ford-Empire and Mr. Levis’ firm. Mr. Levis 
said so far as he knew, they all were. 

Senator Borah: How is the price of milk 
bottles fixed in the United States? 

Mr. Levis: I guess by competition, sir. 

Senator Borah: Are you sure about that? 

Mr. Levis: I hope so. 

Senator Borah: Well, I hope ro, too.

A policy of being neither in 
nor out can only involve us in a 
situation where we will lose how- 
ever the war turns out. For if 
Britain should win the war with 
us as a sort of colonial source of 
supply she could pay us back for 
our benevolence; and, even the 
Poles, who have spilled the blood 
of thousands of their race, will 
have more rights in any settlement 
than we, who have merely tried to 
buy our way in with materials and 
platitudes. : .

UR position is not neutral, nor

Asia, but for the domination of 
the globe. That domination re- 
quires that he control both shores 
of the Mediterranean and its out- 
lets at Suez and Gibraltar, so that 
he can dominate the waterways 
that separate Europe, Asia and 
Africa. Once in control of the 
Mediterranean, the Black Sea, and 
the Red Sea, he ig in control of 
the whole Eastern hemisphere. 

German geographists ceased 
years ago to think of Europe— 
Asia—Africa as three “continents,” 
but rightly regard them as one 
continent. And the essential stra- 
tegic area of this triple-continent 
lies in the Middle East, at the 
juncture of all of them. This fact 
explains the ambitions of Caesar, 
Alexander and Hitler. In striking 
for the Middle East he is striking 
for the control of the world. 

For, again, the phrase “western 
hemisphere” is a misnomer. It 
suggests one half of the _ globe. 
Actually nine-twelfths of the globe 
is water, two-twelfths are eastern 
hemisphere, and all the rest of the 
world is only one-twelfth, In point 
of manpower the figures are even 
more startling, for seven-eighths of 
humanity live in the Old World. 
Should this great area fall under 
Hitler’s domination, and become a 
united base for seapower not all 
the rest of the world together 
could possibly outbuild him. He 
would shortly be master of the 
oceans and control world com- 
merce at will.

HIS, the true picture of the 
T situation, that transcends all 

“ideologies” is the way the war 
should be presented to the Ameri- 
can people. We must see that if 
one nation dominates what Sir Hal- 
ford John Mackinder, the English 
geographist, and Haushofer, the 
German geopolitician, call “the 
World Island”—and dominate it at 
its central area in the Middle East 
—the United States is no longer a 
big country, but relatively a very 
small one, weak in manpower, re- 
sources, industrial potential, and 
strategic position, and will rapidly 
be reduced to a mere dependency 
of the vast eastern hemisphere, im- 
potent to resist any demands upon 
it of either political, commercial 
or economic nature.

HE aid to Britain cry, therefore, 
T vines us to our real condition, 

suggesting instead a sort of 
charitable idealism to be aban- 
doned if it begins to hurt. The 
truth is that we need every ally 
that can be mustered on the globe 
—the strategical position of the 
British Isles, the manpower of Rus- 
sia and China, the resources of the 
Dutch colonies, the ships of the 
British and allied navies. We need 
them. We need them exactly as 
much as they need us. 


The land power of Germany, 
which can radiate in all directions

sistance to the very death in the 
vital area of the Middle East 
where the battle still hangs in the 
balance. For if the battle of the 
Eastern Hemisphere, which is the 
battle of the world, is lost in the 
Ukraine, the Bldck Sea area, the 
Eastern and Western Mediterra- 
nean, just where can it be won? 
Just now can a ‘world-continent,

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OFFERS WAY T0 MEET 
POST-WAR PROBLEMS 


Dr. de Los Rios Suggests Four 
International Organizations 
for Mankind’s Welfare. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—Advocat- 
ing four international organiza- 
tions for the common welfare of 
mankind, rather than a_ single 
world institution, Dr. Fernando de 
los Rios, formerly 
-Spain's Ambassador to,the United 
States, now political scientist in 
the Graduate Faculty of Political 
and Social Science in the New 
School for Social Research, states: 
“It seems to me more effective to 
profit by historical experience, and 
rely on the substructures of the 
two international ~ organizations 
that are meeting the test of the 
present hurricane—the organiza- 
tion of England and her domin- 
ions and the Pan-American organ- 
ization initiated at Lima—and to 
try to promote similar unities in 
Europe and in Asia.” 

In an article prepared in con- 
nection with the Peace Research 
Project of the graduate faculty 
and appearing in the forthcoming 
issue of Social Research, Dr. de 
los Rios says: “If we close our 
eyes to the contradictions engen- 
dered by the expansion of indus- 
trialism, capitalism, democracy 
and liberalism, ‘we are phycholog- 
ically unequipped to apply ~ our- 
selves to the problems of the com- 
ing peace. For that peace, follow- 
ing the most destructive conflict, 
physically and morally, thus far 
known, can be well grounded only 
if the forces with sufficient power 
to make the terms of the peace 
are ready to sacrifice: 

“(a) Sovereign control of raw 
materials; (b) the colonial status, 
changing it into collective man- 
dates; (c) unlimited jurisdictional 
power of nation-states, in favor 
of an international court entitled 
to deal with any conflict of inter- 
est between states; (d) control of 
fortified points along the leading 
international routes, which should 
be internationalized; (e) unlimited 
sovereignty, in favor of an inter- 
national institution to arrange 
problems of emigration; and (f) 
unlimited rights on the part of em- 
ployers or employes over the or- 
gans of production, in favor of 
juridical regulation of their mu- 
tual relations, considered in func- 
tional terms.”

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Sissy Boys and Masculine Girls . 
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Cited as Products of Poor Training 


Irrational Discipline, Few Gifts, Parental Dis- 
_ regard, Lax Religious Education Given 
as Factors. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 5 (AP).—How 
parents make sissy men of their 
boys and masculine women of their 


girls, without realizing they are 
doing it, was described to the 
American Psychological Associa- 
tion today. 

The study was reported by 
Leonard W. Ferguson of the Uni- 
versity of Connecticut. Boys tend 
to become feminine, and girls mas- 
culine, he said, if the | parents 
teach a culture different from that 
of the rest of the community. 

The same thing happens if the 
children are subjected to irration- 
al discipline, or if one parent is 
absent from home a great deal. 
If one parent is inferior to the 
other, boys are likely to become 
effeminate and girls to grow mas- 


culine. This also occurs if pa- 
rents give no regular allowance to 
children, or give them few gifts, 
With many gifts and toys, these 
trends are reversed. 

Parental disregard or active hos- 
tility tend to make more feminine 
men and masculine women. But 
parental affection and kind treat- 
ment lead to the opposite results, 

Lax religious training is another 
factor found to induce feminity in 
boys and masculinity in girls. 

Ferguson concluded it resolves 
itself mainly to this: - 

A pleasant childhood is the one 
most likely to develop masculinity 
in boys and femininity in girls. The 
reason, he said, is that under 
pleasant home surroundings they 
acquire normal patterns of be- 
havior.

ministration. 


Different From Last War. 


In some kind of a publicity build- 
up it is now being frequently said, 
that our present defensive effort 
exceeds in production anything at- 
tained in 1918. In the first place, 
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on the available fragmentary com- 
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parable figures, I don’t believe it is 
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true. Considering the, tremendous 
increase in American industrial 


| capacity, it is @ reproach if it is 


not true. It is a further reproach, 
because the methods that obtained 
that 1918 production and the les- 
sons therefrom were all written in 
the books and have mostly been 
neglected until just now. 

Finally, the World War problem 
was entirely different. The Allies 
had passed the peak of their man- 
power, which was declining. They 
had built up the curve of their 
production of munitions, which was 
advancing beyond their needs. It 
would have been folly for us not 
to have utilized it—which we did. 
By mutual agreement, we let them 
build for us guns, planes, shells, 
for which we furnished them the 
raw materials. For these and oth- 
er reasons we purchased, half -of 
our supplies for our A, E.  F.

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SMALL FIRMS GE 
DEFENSE ORDER 


Roosevelt Sets Up Division 
of Contract Distribution 
With Floyd Odlum as Its 
Head. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt announced 
last night creation of a Division 


of Contract Distribution in the ot-· 
| fice of Production Management, to 


be headed by Floyd B. 
New York financier. 

A White House statement said 
the agency was formed to further 
“a determined move on the part 
of the administration to help the 
smaller business units of the coun- 
try obtain a fair share of the de- 
fense orders, and to prevent, so far 
as possible, dislocation of industry 
and unemployment of workers in 
plants where production has been 
curtailed by priorities and material 
shortages.” 

The new office will have 
branches in various states and be- 
come one of the most important 
divisions of OPM, the White House 
said. 

Its principal duties, as outlined 
in the statement, are: 

“1, The breaking down of large 
orders of supplies into smaller 
units, and spreading the purchases 
among more firms and in all lo 
calities possible. 

“2. Providing assistance through 
the Labor Division of OPM in re- 
taining and obtaining re-employ- 
ment for workers who are unem- 
ployed as a result of the shutting

of their output. : 

“3. The effective distribution of 
defense contracts to the smaller 
business enterprises, as yet largely 
unused, through an expanded use 
of sub-contracting, contract distri- 
bution and the pooling of plant 
facilities. 

“4, By providing a staff of indus- 
trial and production engineers to 
formulate and execute specific 
plans for the conversion of non- 
defense industries and plants to 
defense production.” 

Among other services, the di- 
vision plans to establish display 
rooms in various cities, where 
parts of needed weapons will be 
available for inspection by pros- 
pective sub-contractors. In addi- 
tion, the new agency will assist 
manufacturers in getting financing 
facilities, through the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation or regu- 
lar banks.

DIAGNOSIS: The objections 

raised by the prospect are a bo- 

nanza for the salesman if he sim- 

ply acquires a broader psycholog- 

ical outlook. Every hunian being, regardless of sex, age or 

educational background, should be regarded as having a motto 

inscribed on his chest which reads, “I want to be important.” 

Does it inflate the vanity of the prospect when the salesman 


( ASE T-166: John E., aged 24, is an automobile salesman. 
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, reels off a beautifully memorized sales talk? Not much. The 


salesman must make the prospect feel good! How can he do 
this? By taking advantage of the objections which the prospect 
raises. These are really blessings in disguise. Often they are 
interposed purely to show that the prospect isn’t a rubber 
stamp, to be stampeded into acquiescence without a show of 
independant thinking on his part. This is especially true if the 
prospect’s wife or a friend is standing by. 


—— — 


EVEN WHEN the prospect raises some serious point in a 
sincere desire for facts, the salesman should take advantage of 
this opportunity to engender the latter's good will. He should, 
therefore,-make it a rule always ‘to pause and praise before 
he launchés into his reply. Most gdod salesmen today have al- 
ready encountered all the stock objections and have excellent 
answers developed for them, But some salesmen snap back 
with the answer so quickly and forcefully, that the prospect 
vaguely feels that he hag been slapped. It is a natural impulse 
to slap the critic verbally when we possess the right answer 
to hig question. But this natural impulse doesn’t increase one’s 
, 


x * * 


SO LEARN TO “pause dnd praise” the acumen of ‘the 
“questioner before you actually cite the facts which will answer 
-his query. Thus, you make him feel important. He will then 
“yegard you more kindly, so you have him prejudiced in your 
‘favor instead of against you. His ensuing good will may be so 
great as to excuse you for not fully replying to his criticism 
“or request for information. But a prospect who has had his

part it at every inch and paint on 
a special medication for baldness. 

For the following 12 days do not 
shampoo the hair, but each day (1) 
cleanse the scalp with a special 
tonic; (2) apply a bit of the herbal 
ointment to the entire scalp (limit 
the amount so hair will not get 
greasy), and (3) paint on the spe- 
cial medication for baldness. 

From now on during the treat- 
ment, you shampoo your hair ev- 
ery fourth day as described above. 
But for a period of 10 days you use 
the ointment and medication every 
second day, and between days the 
ointment only. You must be certain 
that the entire scalp gets the oint- 
ment—not just the bald spots. This 
stage of the treatment is repeated 
until new hair begins to grow. 

. Once new hair shows on the bald 

spots your work is not over. Once 
a week your head is shampooed, 
but on alternate days you must use 
a special tonic which is supposed 
to encourage hair pigment, or a 
special tonic to encourage strong 
growth, Every day you give your 
scalp a finger massage after ap- 
plying the tonic and men are re- 
quested to wear a bathing cap 
when taking shower baths! Daily 
drenching with shower water is 
detrimental to luxuriant hair 
growth,

appalling incidence of in- 
T juries among football players 
is the most serious indictment 
of the game. We recently gave the 
figures, which were not complete, 
on the casualties for 1940. There 
were nine deaths, two orca EY 
and a holocaust of. broken bac 
legs, hips, shoulders, ruptured kid- 
neys and other internal injuries. 
And how can the ethical stand- 
ards of a young man who is play- 
ing football fail to be debauched 
when he sees what is going on 
around him? College football has 
long ceased to have any amateur 
standing. 


I can speak of this out of one 
incident from my own experience. 
A man came to me a year or two 
ago and: said: “I have a son who 
wants to study medicine and 1 
know you are on the faculty of the 
medical school of the university. 
The boy has been a star football 
player in high school and college. 
In fact, while he was in high school 
he got plenty of offers from college 
teams for free tuition and easy 
jobs while in-college. Now he can 
play at leaat Awo years more uni- 
versity football. But we are all 
through with the romantic stuff. 
This is practical. What will your 
school do about free tuition, jobs 
with good pay and practically no 
work, and going light on examina- 
tion questions?” I told him we 
were not practical, so far at least 
as I knew.

THE GAME AS PLAYED now 
is boring to watch. And I neéd 
not rely on my own experience. . 

I quote from a letter: “I am an 
old football player, and used to be 
a coach and an official. A year ago 
I was in an unfamiliar part of the 
country and invited to go to a 
football game. It was the first one 
I had seen for several years—one 
of the very few I had seen from 
the stands. Always before I had 
been either a player or a coach. 
I thought the game I witnessed 
that day the most boring I had 
ever seen. I did not know half the 
time what was going on. That is 
why so many persons bring their 
portable radio sets to the game. 
They want to know what the offi- 
cial interpretation is. I thought 
it was a dumb exhibition.” , 


I am asked sneeringly what my 
suggestions for reform are, Here 
they are: First: Eliminate high 
school football entirely; two-thirds 
of the casualties are in high school 
because at that age the bones are 
too soft and serious injuries more 
likely to be sustained. Besides, 
with no high school football, it re- 
moves the temptation for the col- 
lege scouts to make attractive of- 
fers. Second: Do not pay a salary 
to any football coach. Let the old 
stars work for love. This might 
help restore the amateur standing 
of football. 

Third: Do away with rules about 
offside play and holding. In fact, 
any rule that requires the interpre- 
tation of a referee. Let it be catch 
as catch can, 

Fourth: No huddles. 

Fifth: Substitute rugby—a bete 
ter, healthier and safer game and 
one which extends the benefits of 
outdoor exercise to more students.
